Plan aims 
to tackle 
speeding 
in centre 

A £350,000 project aimed 
at cutting speeding in West 
Bromwich High Street fol¬ 
lowing a spate of crashes 
has been unveiled. 

Pavements will be wid¬ 
ened, speed humps created 
and new traffic lights in¬ 
stalled under the plans by 
Sandwell Council. 

More than 60 people - 20 
of whom were pedestri¬ 
ans - have been injured in 
smashes on the High Street, 
between St Michael Street 
Road and Dudley Street 
over the past five years. 

Council bosses said the 
street is one of the worst in 
the borough for road acci¬ 
dents. 

A 20 mph speed limit is al¬ 
ready in place but highways 
chiefs say more needs to be 
done to reduce the number 
of crashes. 

Pavements would be wid¬ 
ened by bus stops to give 
people more room when get¬ 
ting on and off buses. 

At the junction of St Mi¬ 
chael Street, outside the 
Goose and Granite pub, 
there will also be further 
work to prevent traffic 
turning left towards New 
Square. If approved, the 
project is expected to start 
later this year following a 
public consultation. 

The plans also include 
minor changes to parking 
and loading restrictions on 
the High Street.

ONE STOP SHOP 
HOURS TO STAY 


A PILOT scheme for residents to ac¬ 
cess council services on Saturday 
mornings has been extended for up 
to a year - despite declining demand 
and high costs. 

Sandwell Council first started opening its 
One Stop Shop for three hours on Saturdays in 
2012 and has extended the scheme on a num¬ 


ber of occasions since. 

Officials have now agreed 
to a further extension to the 
initiative despite a report 
revealing its objectives have 
only been partially achieved. 

The extended opening 
times were designed to re¬ 
duce queuing during the 
week and to provide ser¬ 
vices for residents unable to 
access the shop, at Oldbury 
Council House, during other 
times. It was hoped the 
move would also increase 
payments received by the 
council and boost customer 
satisfaction. 

But a report revealed 
the percentage of footfall 
received on Saturdays in 
revenues and benefits and 
housing services between 
April 2013 and March this 
year was less than five per 
cent of total weekly service 
footfall. It said the trend for 
visitors to the shop was de¬ 
clining. 

And there had been no re¬ 
duction in the numbers dur¬ 
ing the week as expected. 

It said queue times had 
also increased and there 
was also a build-up of out¬ 
standing queries on Mon¬ 
days arising from customer 
advisers not being able to 
fully answer questions on 
Saturdays. 

However the report said 
people unable to use the 
service during the week 
were making use of the ex¬ 
tended hours and it had 
received positive feedback

from users. Officials said 
there was also an adverse 
impact on the budget of 
services involved in the ex¬ 
tended hours and on staffing 
levels across weekdays. The 
annual total cost of provid¬ 
ing the extended service is 
£49,819. 

The total cost per Satur¬ 
day between April 2013 to 
March 2014 was £977 and 
equates to £326 per hour 
and between the period 
4,583 customers visited the 
shop - an average of 30 cus¬ 
tomers per hour. 

Officials said the total 
cost of dealing with one cus¬ 
tomer is approximately £11. 

By comparison, the cost 
of an average revenues and 
benefits transaction in the 
week is £2.95. 

Bosses said this, coupled 
with the small number of 
customers wishing to access 
the service, suggested ex¬ 
tended hours were not cost 
effective to continue on a 
long term basis. 

But they said rather than 
axe the scheme they wanted 
to make sure the pilot was 
given ‘every opportunity’ 
to be successful and they 
would increase promotion of 
the shop to let as many peo¬ 
ple as possible know about 
the extended opening. 

The extended opening 
times are Saturday morn¬ 
ings between 9am and noon. 


£2k raised at school inspired by Owen

A PRIMARY school has raised almost 
£2,000 for worthy causes after being 
inspired by a pupil who suffered a 
heart attack. 

Staff and pupils at Uplands Manor 
in Smethwick organised a series of fun 
activities to raise cash for Owen’s Bat¬ 
tle for Every Heartbeat campaign. 

Ten-year-old Owen Steatham be¬ 
came ill in January and after exten¬ 
sive critical care he had a defibrillator 
fitted and had returned to school. 

A fun day was held to help Owen’s 
family’s campaign target of £11,500 
towards the British Heart Foundation 
and Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 


To help raise the cash pupils made 
loom bands, guessed the number of 
sweets in a jar and had a sponsored 
non-school uniform day. Staff baked 
cupcakes, a World Cup-themed match 
was held by pupils and there was a 
chance to soak a teacher. 

The school had a target of £500 but 
once all the money had been counted 
they had raised a staggering £1,800. 

Headteacher Sue Gormley said: 
“Everyone in the school got behind 
this brilliant event in aid of two chari¬ 
ties and we raised an amazing amount 
of money. I am so proud of the children 
who organised the day and all our staff 


members who really got behind this 
tremendous effort.” 

Owen, from Parsons Hill in Old¬ 
bury, helped to organise the fundrais¬ 
ing. He suffers from hypertrophic 
cardiomyopathy, an inherited disease 
of the heart muscle where the wall of 
the heart becomes thickened. It is the 
same condition suffered by Fabrice 
Muamba, the Bolton football player 
who collapsed on the pitch at Totten¬ 
ham’s White Hart Lane. 

After his heart attack in January, 
Owen was in intensive care for eight 
days at Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital.

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Repairs due as rain-hit wall collapses

URGENT repair work will be car¬ 
ried out on a wall which collapsed 
after heavy downpours. 

A public footpath had to be shut 
off due to health and safety con¬ 
cerns after part of the wall collapsed 
in Cradley Heath, leaving a gaping 
hole. 

Bricks lay across the ground from 
the ruined wall in Stacey Close, in 
Old Hill, leaving residents unable to 
access the alleyway which connects 


the street to nearby Clyde Street. 
Ward councillor Julie Webb said: “I 
can understand residents must be 
worried because this footpath is used 
quite frequently. 

“I intend to visit the street to allay 
those fears because this is a problem 
that will be sorted out as a matter of 
urgency. I intend to send an email to 
the right department and get work¬ 
ers out to repair the wall as soon as 
possible. 


“Unfortunately these things hap¬ 
pen when it rains but it is a shame 
it has happened at the start of the 
school holidays when a lot of chil¬ 
dren will be using the footpath.” 

Crews from Cradley Heath, who 
were called out at 1.30pm on Satur¬ 
day, said the wall fell down during 
bad weather. 

The area was cordoned off and 
engineers are expected to assess the 
damage sometime this week.

A LEADING light in the 
West Midlands Fire Service 
has died at the age of 50.

Mr Cockburn, from Bir¬ 
mingham, died on Saturday 
morning following a short 
battle with cancer. He was 
a long-serving firefighter 
with the West Midlands Fire 
Service. He was a watch 
commander and served at 
a number of stations in the 
south Birmingham area. 

The 50-year-old was 
vocal about the working 
conditions of his colleagues 
throughout his 24 years 
in the union and had cam¬ 
paigned for better working 
conditions, pay and pension 
and had spoken out against 
the ongoing cuts. 


He will be responsible 
for standards in academies 
and free schools across the 
region. He will be based in 
Coventry but will spend his 
time visiting schools and 
will be working with head¬ 
teachers to set up new acad¬ 
emies and free schools in the 
area. 

Mr Patel will start his 
new job on September 1. He 
said: “I am looking forward 
to the challenge but I will 
miss the kids here most of 
all. The pupils here are fan¬ 
tastic but this role will give 
me the chance to influence 
the lives of youngsters on a 
larger scale.” 

He added: “I am hoping 
to see the many things we 
have created at Wood Green 
being implemented across 
other schools.” 

Former associate head¬ 
teacher Mr James Topham 
will take over at the Wood 
Green Road school. He said: 
“I have been at this school 
for 17 years and I am de¬ 
lighted and thrilled to take 
on this job. I have learned 
such a lot from Mr Patel. It 
has been an honour and a 
privilege to work with him.” 

Mr Topham added: “With 
his new role, we will still 
be working closely together 
and I am really pleased for 
him to take on this job.” 

Staff at the sports college 
organised a leaving party 
last weekend and pupils 
presented Mr Patel with 
various surprises as part of 
his final day. 

Mr Patel added: “I am 
leaving the future of the 
school in the best possible 
hands.”

Warnings 
are given 
to scrap 
dealers 

SEVEN out of 13 scrap met¬ 
al sites visited in Sandwell 
during a joint council and 
police crackdown were 
found to be operating ille¬ 
gally. 

Officers visited businesses 
across the borough to check 
they were licensed following 
a shake-up of the law in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Bosses from Sandwell 
Council said it was ‘dis¬ 
appointing’ so many busi¬ 
nesses were found to be 
operating without a licence. 

The seven dealers were 
given a warning and advice 
on how to apply for a licence. 

And another scrap metal 
dealer found to be operat¬ 
ing outside the terms of his 
licence was given a warning 
and advice. 

Officials said one unli¬ 
censed mobile collector had 
his load seized on site after 
questioning by police. 

The Scrap Metal Deal¬ 
ers Act was introduced to 
combat scrap metal thefts, 
which have blighted local 
communities. 

Any person carrying on 
a business as a scrap metal 
dealer requires a licence 
from the council. This in¬ 
cludes motor salvage opera¬ 
tions. Businesses operating 
without a licence could face 
penalties including restric¬ 
tions, closure and a fine of 
up £5,000.

Alice Stevens, aged 19, 
a barmaid at Strollers pub 
on the High Street, said: 
“When police arrived they 
didn’t ask us to close and 
neither did the bar salon 
opposite. The police officers 
told us what was going on.” 

Officers lifted the cordon 
shortly before 6pm. Busi¬ 
nesses were asked to close 
during the drama.

Tributes are paid to popular journalist 



A HUGELY popular sub-editor who 
worked at the Express & Star for 16 
years has died. 

Emma Farmer, aged 45, most re¬ 
cently worked on the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magazine, a sister publication 
to the E&S and was previously the 
newspaper’s features editor. 

She died on July 10 having been 
taken seriously ill suddenly the 
week before while fishing with her 
partner, Stan Talbot, 63, to mark 
her birthday. 

Mr Talbot, of Hospital Road, 
Hammerwich, said: “She opened 


her presents and we went up to 
Chorley Springs where we went 
fishing. She had just caught the big¬ 
gest carp either of us had ever seen. 
She’d sometimes say ‘come and help 
me with this’ if it was a big one but 
this time she said she wasn’t feeling 
well. Then she collapsed and that 
was that.” 

Miss Farmer had suffered a sub¬ 
arachnoid haemorrhage - a type of 
stroke caused by bleeding on the 
surface of the brain. 

She underwent emergency sur¬ 
gery but nothing more could be 


done to save her. Mr Talbot, a 
builder, paid tribute to his partner 
of two years. He said: “Emma loved 
life and she loved people. She would 
always try to help her colleagues. 
She loved them as well; they were 
her friends.” 

Miss Farmer had been a keen ath¬ 
lete in her youth, competing in hur¬ 
dling. She grew up in East Riding 
in Yorkshire, one of two daughters 
born to parents Colin and Pat. She 
joined the Express & Star in 1998, 
having previously worked for the 
Press Association. 


Express & Star editor Keith Har¬ 
rison said: “Emma was a hugely 
popular and talented member of the 
team and will be sadly missed.” 

Columnist Peter Rhodes, who 
worked with Emma for more than a 
decade, said: “She had an amazing 
eye for detail and was utterly dedi¬ 
cated to the job in hand. 

“She had a wonderfully dry north 
country sense of humour.” 

The funeral will be at Streetly 
Crematorium, tomorrow (Friday), 
at 11.15am followed by a wake at 
Redmore Inn in Cannock Wood.

A MAN was hit by a car as he crossed the 
road in ‘horrendous’ weather conditions, 
with the force of the impact propelling him 
into another vehicle, an inquest heard. 

Retired toolmaker Alan Jones, aged 67 and from 
Thompson Gardens in Smethwick, was knocked 
down in Thimblemill Road, in the town. 


Vigilance 
call after 
rail thefts 

MORE than 110 thefts of 
passenger property were 
reported at railways in the 
Black Country and parts of 
Staffordshire over the past 
18 months, figures show. 

A total of 112 thefts were 
reported to British Trans¬ 
port Police in 18 months. 
Around 82 of these took 
place in 2013, with a further 
32 in the first six months of 
this year. 

They were reported on 
trains in what is known as 
the Wolverhampton sector, 
which has stations including 
Bloxwich, Tipton, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Coseley, Hednes- 
ford and Stafford. 

British Transport Police 
are currently running Op¬ 
eration Magnum in a bid to 
crackdown on the problem 
and to encourage people to 
keep their valuables safe. 

It was launched last year 
following a 16 per cent rise 
in thefts at stations and on 
trains across Britain. 

As part of Operation Mag¬ 
num, train users are also 
urged to keep their luggage 
close by, check on it regu¬ 
larly, keep valuables out of 
sight and to always zip up 
shoulder or handbags. 


After hearing evidence, 
senior Black Country cor¬ 
oner Robin Balmain said 
it appeared Mr Jones, ‘had 
crossed the road when it was 
unsafe to do so’. 

Keirre Walker-Shelton, 
who was driving the Vaux- 
hall Astra which struck Mr 
Jones first, told the court 
it had been raining heavily 
and was dark. 

The 19-year-old said: 
“The headlights were on 
and the windscreen wipers 
were on the fast setting. I 
was travelling down Thim¬ 
blemill Road and started to 
apply the brake. 

“As my wipers went up 
I saw him. He was in the 
middle of the road by my 
right headlight basically. He 
looked like he was running.” 

Mr Walker-Shelton told 
the inquest that he ‘knew it 
was too late to react’. 

The inquest also heard 
from Shinda Niner, who was 
driving a Hyundai Coupe 
which was the second car 
involved in the crash, which 
happened at 6pm on Decem¬ 
ber 18 last year. 

“I was driving up Thim¬ 
blemill Road and to be 
honest did not see the pe¬ 
destrian,” he said. “I saw 
a figure in the air and he 
bounced off my bonnet 
basically. The weather 
conditions were horren¬ 
dous. It was a typical winter 
evening” 

Mr Balmain gave a con¬ 
clusion of death due to a 
road traffic collision at the 
end of the hearing.

Dingle Meadow hosted a party and 
organised for a singer to entertain the 
residents. The chef made a large birth¬ 
day cake and they decorated the party 
room with flowers and balloons.

Crime chief by-election bill is £3.7m 


TAXPAYERS will foot a £3.7 million 
bill for holding a by-election to re¬ 
place the West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner who died last 
month. 

The election on August 21 was 
called following the sudden death of 
commissioner Bob Jones at the age 
of 59. The cost has been condemned 
by shadow policing minister Jack 
Dromey who said the money could 


have put 158 police officers on the 
beat. Police and crime commission¬ 
ers were created in 2012 to replace 
police authorities, which were made 
up of councillors and lay members. 

Mr Jones, who represented La¬ 
bour, was elected with a turnout of 
just 12 per cent. Across the country 
the average turnout was just 15 per 
cent and politicians fear a worse 
turnout for a by-election in the sum¬ 


mer holidays. Legislation to create 
the role has been heavily criticised 
after it emerged following Mr Jones’ 
death that authorities must hold a 
by-election within 35 working days 
of it being called by two members of 
the public. 

Mr Dromey said the election was 
called by two people ‘associated 
with UKIP’ within three days of 
Mr Jones’ passing away. He said: 


“Theresa May’s flawed legislation 
to impose Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioners allowed two individuals 
associated with UKIP to trigger a 
by-election within days following 
(Bob Jones’) death and before he 
was buried.” 

“Last week, the Government esti¬ 
mated the costs to be £300,000. The 
new Police Minister admitted the 
costs have soared to £3.7m.” 


Headteacher Steve 
kicks off final week

FROM pupil and football 
team player to PE teach¬ 
er and finally headteacher 
- Steve Venross knows an 
Oldbury school academy 
better than most. 

However, all good things 
have to come to an end and the 
61-year-old last week stepped 
down from his role at Bristnall 
Hall Academy after almost 40 
years of teaching at the school. 

There were farewells on the af¬ 
ternoons of his last week, with past 
students and members of the local 
community invited into the school. 

The celebrations culminated with 
a presentation on Friday. 

He was joined by the teacher who 
inspired him, Dave Parry, also a for¬ 
mer headteacher, at the school. 

Mr Venross said: “It was my sec¬ 
ond year at the school when I got my 
inspiration to become a teacher, and 
it was from my technical drawing 
teacher Mr Parry. 

“It was his passion for the stu¬ 
dents and attempt to make a differ¬ 
ence which impressed me so much 
at that young age. I can only hope I 
had the same impact on my pupils.” 

Mr Venross studied at the school, 
formerly known as Bristnall Hall 
Secondary Modern School, from 
1963 to 1968. 

He returned in 1975 as a PE 
teacher before promotion to head 
of the department. Ten years ago 
he was appointed headteacher. He 
said: “I have remained at the school 
because I love everything about the 
Bristnall community.” 

He has seen the school through 
two changes of name going to Bris¬ 
tnall Hall Technology College, then 
onto Bristnall Hall Academy. 

Mr Venross said: “It has been 
wonderful to teach so many young 
people and to be part of the commu¬ 
nity I am so very proud of.” 

Mr Venross joined the school 
with his wife Sheila. They married 
in Oldbury in 1975 and have two 
children. Mrs Venross retired at 
Christmas.

UTC work 
to begin 
within a 
few days 

WORK will start later this 
month on a new technical 
college in West Bromwich, 
bosses have revealed 

The new University 
Technical College is being 
built on the former site of 
Sandwell College in West 
Bromwich High Street. It 
will tackle a shortage in 
skilled health workers and 
recently began taking appli¬ 
cations from students ahead 
of opening in September 
2015. 

Details of the £10m 
Health Futures UTC pro¬ 
ject have been unveiled as 
bosses revealed work will 
start before the end of the 
month. The building will in¬ 
clude a rooftop games area 
and gym, laboratories, simu¬ 
lation units, a mock hospital 
ward, IT suits and a visual¬ 
isation centre. It will serve 
600 pupils and have 60 staff. 
Plans were approved by the 
Government last year and 
youngsters aged 14 to 19 
will train there. 

Bosses said the centre 
would have a strong focus 
on science but still cover a 
range of traditional subjects 
at GCSE and A-Level, as 
well as practical and tech¬ 
nical qualifications. It is 
hoped these qualifications 
will start students off on 
a career in the NHS, or in 
health science or pharma¬ 
ceutical industries. 

Storage unit 
up in flames 

AROUND 30 firefighters 
battled a blaze at a storage 
unit at a Tipton firm. 

Six crews were called to 
Aeroplas, in Great Western 
Way, at around 12.05am 
last Friday. The fire had 
broke out in a storage unit 
containing plastic goods 
and flames had spread to a 
nearby lorry. 

Crews pumped water 
from the nearby canal to 
tackle the blaze at its height. 

The fire was out by 
2.15am but crews remained 
at the scene for around 
three hours after damping 
down. The cause of the blaze 
was being investigated. 

Life-saving gear 

ALMOST £500,000 is being 
spent on new life-saving 
defibrillators by West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service. 
The health trust behind the 
service will buy 300 defibril¬ 
lators in total. They will be 
placed in places where car¬ 
diac arrests are most com¬ 
mon, such as care homes.

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Troubled 
Victorian 
mansion 
to be sold 

A LANDMARK Victorian 
building that has been the 
target of thieves and van¬ 
dals will be sold off and 
transformed into homes. 

Bosses at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil have ‘agreed in princi¬ 
ple’ to the sale of the Red 
House in Great Barr to an 
unnamed buyer. Proposals 
have already been submit¬ 
ted by the council to put the 
19th century home off Hill 
Lane aside for residential 
use. 

The building, owned by 
Sandwell Council, has re¬ 
peatedly been vandalised 
and had lead stolen from 
its roof. Four years ago vol¬ 
unteers raised more than 
£200,000 to have windows 
replaced to stop more dam¬ 
age, but it has continued to 
fall into disrepair. 

Red House was built in 
1841 for Robert Scott, a 
Liberal MP for Walsall and 
stood in his 27-acre estate. 
The Grade II-listed mansion 
has been at the centre of a 
dispute about its future dat¬ 
ing back more than a decade 
and has been subject to a 
number of proposals that 
never materialised, includ¬ 
ing plans for a mosque. 

It was previously a care 
home, and the building was 
also leased by an environ¬ 
mental charity. It has been 
empty since 2004.

Police in major crackdown on paedophiles 


TWO suspected paedophiles from Walsall 
are among 650 arrested across the UK as 
part of a major crackdown on sex crimes. In 
total 41 of the alleged paedophiles are from 
the West Midlands. 

The arrests have been welcomed by an 
MP who first raised concerns over wide¬ 
spread historical sex abuse. 

Sandwell MP Tom Watson said the ar¬ 
rests were a sign of ‘progress’ in the coun¬ 
try’s attempt to deal with past abuse cases 
but called for more funding for the investi¬ 


gation. The six-month operation led by the 
National Crime Agency targeted internet 
users who access child abuse images and 
has already led to charges for serious sex¬ 
ual assault. 

West Midlands Police said that two peo¬ 
ple were arrested in Walsall as part of the 
operation. 

Other arrests included eight in Sandwell, 
six in Dudley, two in Wolverhampton, one 
in Solihull, 15 in Birmingham and seven 
in Coventry. Of the 41 arrested across the 


region, 39 are men and two are women. 
Nationally, the suspects include doctors, 
teachers, Scout leaders, care workers and 
former police officers. 

West Midlands Police said the people ar¬ 
rested in the region had been spoken to on 
suspicion of possessing indecent images of 
children. One man has been charged with 
making an indecent image of a child and all 
the others arrested are on police bail while 
inquiries continue. 

Among those arrested are people with 


access to children through their jobs, who 
have had no previous contact with police. 

Detective Superintendent Martin Hur- 
comb from the force’s public protection 
unit, said: “The majority of those arrested 
were not previously known to law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, certainly in a child protec¬ 
tion context; however - they are now, and 
they will stay in our sights. Details of how 
the suspects were tracked down are not 
being revealed as we want paedophiles to 
be uncertain about how we identify them.” 


Tkree year's jail for pub 
brawl man in deadly punch 


A MAN who killed another with just one 
punch during a pub brawl has been jailed for 
three years. 

Adam Lynn has been put behind bars for killing 
father Jonathan Woodhall during a fight in the beer 
garden of Great Barr pub the Deer’s Leap on Good 
Friday. Drinkers at the Queslett Road bar described 
how Mr Woodhall tried separating his cousin and 


another man. 

They were trading 
punches as Mr Woodhall 
stepped in, but he was 
knocked out by Lynn. 

The 27-year-old victim 
from Tamworth suffered 
a serious brain injury and 
died the following day in 
hospital. 

Detectives viewed CCTV 
footage of the fight and 
identified 24-year-old Lynn, 
of Kingstanding Road, King- 
standing, as responsible for 
delivering the fatal blow. 

He was arrested the fol¬ 
lowing evening from an ad¬ 
dress in Rippingille Road, 
Pheasey. He refused to an¬ 
swer questions during an in¬ 
terview, but at Birmingham 
Crown Court admitted man¬ 
slaughter and was handed a 
sentence of three years in 
prison. 

Mr Woodhall’s family 
have since described him as 
‘happy, loyal and lovable’. 

Investigating officer 
Detective Sergeant Ian 
Wilkins, said: “This is a 
tragic case where a dispute 
between two groups on a 
night out has changed the 
lives of two men forever —

one has died and the other 
has been jailed as a con¬ 
victed killer. 

“Anyone who throws a 
punch must understand 
that momentary loss of 
self-control can have a dev¬ 
astating, long-term impact 
for both themselves and 
their victim. There can be 
no excuses and, like Lynn, 
they must face the conse¬ 
quences.” 

The fight broke out at 
around 7.30pm on Good Fri¬ 
day between two men. 

Minutes later Mr 
Woodhall was found 
slumped across a bench as 
onlookers put him in the 
recovery position and tried 
administering first aid. 

Witnesses said the two 
main aggressors continued 
to fight while the victim lay 
fatally injured. Two other 
men, aged 24 and 27, both 
from Kingstanding, were 
also charged with public 
order offences in relation to 
the disorder and will trial on 
August 15 at Birmingham 
Magistrates Court.

For a brief moment, I was 
almost sympathetic. Surely, 
schools are supposed to be 
places of learning, not free res¬ 
taurants for middle-class kids? 

And then one of these head¬ 
masters came out and explained 
what cutbacks were having to be 
made. 

Staff numbers? Textbooks? 

“We’ve had to cancel an order 
for some tablets we were sup¬ 
posed to be getting,” he said. 

Now, making the bold as¬ 
sumption that he is not referring 
to the first aid kit, this headmas¬ 
ter is bemoaning the fact he will 
not be able to blow his school 
budget on iPad-type mini-com¬ 
puters. 

Here’s a revolutionary idea, 
Sir. Forget spending thousands 
of pounds on hi-tech toys, and 
instead focus on teaching them 
to read and write properly.

Farewell Tommy, 
king of the loffs 


MARK ANDREWS takes 
an affectionate look back 
at the life of Black Country 
entertainer Tommy Mundon 

THE irony was not lost on 
Tommy Mundon when he was 
forced to retire after being di¬ 
agnosed with Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease. 

‘Tm now a stand-up comedian 
who can’t stand up for long,” he 
said. 

Now, after a five-year battle with this 
most cruel of illnesses, the king of Black 
Country comedy has died, four months 
after celebrating his 80th birthday. 

His act was a throwback to another 
age, littered with colourful anecdotes 
about close-knit communities and pigs in 
the back yard. He evoked images of the 
simple joys of life, of happiness in times 
of adversity. 

Ken Dodd, a close friend of Tommy’s 
for more than 20 years, paid tribute to 
the man who spent more than half a cen¬ 
tury making the Black Country laugh. 

Dodd, who last saw Tommy last year, 
spoke of his sadness at the passing of the 
Black Country comedy legend. 

“I am extremely saddened to hear the 
news,” he said. “He was a wonderful 
friend and a wonderful comedian. 

“And he was more than a comedian, 
he was a humorist, he knew all the Black 
Country stories. 

“I admired him hugely. I had known 
Tommy for a long time and he became 
a very good friend, and he was a great 
personality.” 

Friend Alan Smith, known under his 
stage name Aynuk, had appeared with 
him on stage numerous times over the 
past 50 years. The 76-year-old from 
Netherton, Dudley, recalled Tommy’s 
pride in the Black Country. “Tommy was 
a proper Black Countrymon,” he said.

“He was a familiar face. He could not 
go anywhere without being recognised. 
He was an ambassador for the Black 
Country.” 

A lifelong resident of Halesowen - 
he was a pupil of the County Modern 
Boys’ School, now Windsor High School 
- Tommy was a born showman. “I’ve 
always been the clown - right from 
school,” he said. He recalled putting on 
his first show at the age of four or five 
when he was growing up in the town’s 
Chapel Street. 

“I lived in a terraced house, with a 


double entry which went from front 
to back. I put up a curtain at the back 
which I would use as my backdrop. 
That was my first performance.” 

At school, his teachers discovered he 
had a knack for keeping classes amused 
with stories he had made up. 

But it was his fundraising efforts for 
Hasbury Methodist church which gave 
him his first real taste of the limelight. 

“I don’t know what it was, but I had 
this talent for making people laugh,” 
he said. “A chap called Alan Bissell per¬ 
suaded me to have a go on my own, and 


he wrote me a sketch, and before you 
knew it I we were doing clubs and Ro¬ 
tary dinners.” One thing he could not do 
was stick to his script. 

“Right from the start I was ad-libbing 
a lot,” he said. “I was probably 14 or 
15 on my first show. It went very well 
though. In those days, folks would laugh 
at anything.” 

In the early 1970s he joined the Black 
Country Night Out show, performing 
with popular Black Country comics Dolly 
Allen and Doug Parker, poet Harry Har¬ 
rison and folk singer Jon Raven. 

But at this time he was better known 
as part of the MWM light entertainment 
troupe, which saw team up with Oppor¬ 
tunity Knocks winners Tony and Keith 
West, and singer Linda Marsh. 

Canada 

By the late 70s his act was going 
global, with several of his tapes being 
sold to Black Country expats living 
abroad. In 1979 the Black Country 
Night Out show went on tour in Canada, 
but Tommy was not part of it due to his 
job as a lorry driver for Dudley Council. 

“I was the only one who had a day 
job,” he recalled. “They told me I could 
take a month’s holiday from work, but I 
wouldn’t get paid.” 

The highlight of his career came when 
he performed in front of a packed Sym¬ 
phony Hall in Birmingham a few years 
ago. “It holds around 2,000 people, and 
I remember walking out onto the stage. 

“If you can get a few laughs at the be¬ 
ginning, it builds your confidence, and 
when 2,000 people started laughing it 
was wonderful.” 

Tommy continued to be in huge de¬ 
mand right up until the moment he was 
forced to end his showbusiness career in 
2012. 

His act was rooted in a rose-tinted 
image of a Black Country which never 
existed, and the audiences couldn’t get 
enough of it. With his passing, another 
link to the Black Country of old, is lost 
forever. We shall not see his like again.

GEORGE Osborne’s announce¬ 
ment that the £353 million ‘su¬ 
per’ hospital for the Black Coun¬ 
try can finally go ahead is a big 
one. 

The much-maligned Private 
Finance Initiative has been in for 
an overhaul. Now here comes 
the hospital courtesy of PF2 - a 
private finance scheme that’s a 
little less, well, private. 

The old system gave us 
schools, hospitals and more but 
came with a pretty hefty mort¬ 
gage in terms of long-term, reg¬ 
ular payments from the public 
purse. The new arrangement is 
meant to be smaller and simpler. 
But while it’s all been drawn up, 
the long wait for the super hos¬ 
pital in Smethwick went on. And 
on. And it’s not over. 

It’s still subject to a business 
case being approved and there 
won’t even be spades in the 
ground before 2016. What it 
does give the Chancellor, and 
the Tory party for that matter, is 
something to talk about in the 
run-up to the General Election. 

The announcement was made 
at Rowley Regis Hospital, which 
we are told is going to play a 
greater role once the new acute 
hospital a few miles away is up 
and running. It could have been 
made at Sandwell General or 
City Hospitals instead, I sup¬ 
pose. 

But then they’re in safe Labour 
seats whereas Rowley Regis is 
in a key marginal battleground 
that the Tories have to hold on 
to. I’m sure that’s not the reason 
for doing it there, though. 

Talking of George Osborne, 
here’s a little insight into what 
goes on in the run-up to getting 
an interview. 

These days, whenever any 
prominent politician from any 
party comes to town, the spin 
doctors like to gather reporters 
in a little room. At some point 
during the visit the politician is 
brought in to see the waiting me¬ 
dia who are allowed to ask one, 
or maybe two, questions each. 

Before they arrive, a spin doc¬ 
tor asks the reporters if they can 
‘maybe, agree on who is going 
to ask what so there’s no dou¬ 
bling up’.

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I'm not seeking bishop 
role, says Rev Rose 


“I CAN believe in miracles,” 
Rose Hudson-Wilkin said 
when asked about the pros¬ 
pect of the Church of England 
creating women bishops. 

But the Chaplain to both the 
Queen and to the Speaker of the 
House of Commons -a former 
Black Country curate - is not 
interested in the role herself, de¬ 
spite being regularly linked. 

Rev Hudson-Wilkin, former assis¬ 
tant curate at St Matthew’s Church 
in Wolverhampton and priest at the 
Church of the Good Shepherd in West 
Bromwich, says she is delighted at 
the landmark decision of the General 
Synod to vote for the first women 
bishops. “I’m excited for the Church 
and I’m excited for the future of the 
Church. We will have leadership that 
reflects not only society but our con¬ 
gregations.” 

She does not share the concerns 
of some traditionalists who fear it 
will lead to further rifts with the 
Roman Catholic Church. “We are a 
denomination in our right,” says Rev 
Hudson-Wilkin. “And they are a de¬ 
nomination in their own right. “We 
respect them in their role. If the Pope 
decided to ordain women he wouldn’t 
be expected to see whether Anglicans 
approve.” 

She laughs when asked about the 
possibility that she will become one 
of the first women bishops. “That’s 
just Press speculation,” Rev Hud¬ 
son-Wilkin says. “I have no desire, am¬ 
bition or aspiration to be a bishop. My 
greatest wish was to meet Desmond 
Tutu and Nelson Mandela. I’ve done 
that.” 

The Jamaican-born Chaplain said 
two years ago that the old ban on 
women was ‘like apartheid’. Now she 
believes the message is very different.

“I hope the message that goes out to 
women is that God does call them, not 
just men. We are all made in the image 
of God and God calls us.” 

Rev Hudson-Wilkin first left Ja¬ 
maica for England to train with the 
Church Army and was commissioned 
in 1982. In 1991 she was ordained to 
the diaconate and worked at St Mat¬ 


thew’s Church in Wolverhampton and 
later ordained to the Priesthood in 
1994 when women were first allowed 
to, working at the Church of the Good 
Shepherd in West Bromwich 

Rev Hudson-Wilkin was appointed 
a Chaplain to the Queen in 2007. She 
also conducts the daily prayers in the 
Chamber of the House of Commons.

Canal bank hit by blaze

FIREFIGHTERS tackled a 
severe blaze along a canal 
embankment in the Black 
Country - just an hour before 
many went strike. 

Nine crews were called to the 
fire along 300 metres of steep 
grass bank of the Birmingham Ca¬ 
nal near Smethwick town centre 
at about 4pm last Wednesday. 


It happened just before the Fire Bri¬ 
gade Union staged industrial action 
from 5pm to 7pm. 

By 6pm the fire was out, although 
four crews remained on standby to 
keep watch of the smouldering vege¬ 
tation. Large areas of shrubbery were 
left blackened by the blaze. 

Area Commander Simon Shilton 
said “Had the fire started one hour 
later the organisational business con¬ 
tinuity plans would have been severely 


tested as over half of our resilience as¬ 
sets would have been deployed to one 
incident. 

“A combination of luck and excel¬ 
lent work from our crews prevented 
what could have been a difficult and 
complicated scenario,” he said. It is 
not yet known how the fire started. 
The union held another walk-out last 
Thursday from 6am to 8am and a sec¬ 
ond walk-out was held later on from 
5pm to 7pm.

WITH her flowing locks and a stun¬ 
ning dress in Tardis blue, Jade 
Wootton looks like the perfect trav¬ 
elling companion for any discerning 
Time Lord. 

The 16-year-old arrived in style 
for her end-of-school prom, mate¬ 
rialising in a replica of the famous 
time machine from Doctor Who. 

While friends opted for sports 
cars and limousines, Jade stepped 
out of the blue box for Dormston 
School’s prom at Ramada Park Hall 
Hotel in Wolverhampton. 

But instead of gliding through 
the vortex, her Tardis was carried 
on the back of a hire truck driven 


by her father, Paul, aged 49. Mr 
Wootton bought the Tardis out of 
BBC storage in Lincoln for £300 last 
year. It is believed the box was used 
for filming for episodes of the classic 
series in the1980s. 

Its age meant Mr Wootton had to 
replace the windows, roof and rear 
side to the box, along with giving it 
a fresh lick of dark blue paint - all 
at a cost of £450. 

“My son is a massive fan and 
when we saw it up for sale we got it, 
hiring a truck to bring it home from 
Lincoln. In the past few weeks I’ve 
been working flat out to get it ready 
for the prom.” 


ALMOST £50million of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money has been written off 
by the coalition Government for 
cancelled court construction 
projects - including three in the 
West Midlands, official figures 
show. 

Failed projects in Wolverhampton 
and West Bromwich are among the 10 
court development schemes to be axed 
since 2010. 

Ministry of Justice figures show that the 
Government racked up £48.8m when can¬ 
celling the projects. Among the cancelled 
projects was a proposed £36.9m plan for 
magistrates and county courts on the Fold 
Street car park in Wolverhampton. 

The court would have fronted the Chapel 
Ash roundabout and would have had 15 
courtrooms, offices, accommodation for 
judges, a custody area and waiting rooms. 

The plans never went ahead, while sim¬ 
ilarly ambitious proposals in West Brom¬ 
wich were also shelved. 

They would have seen the old West 
Bromwich Magistrates Court in Lombard 
Street West replaced. 

The multi-million pound project would 
have seen a former warehouse in Spon 
Lane, opposite Sandwell College, trans¬ 
formed into magistrates courts and office 
space for 50 staff. There would also have 
been a custody suite and rooms for vulner¬ 
able witnesses. 

Among the cancelled projects revealed by 
Justice Minister Shailesh Vara is £17.9m 
spent securing a lease to construct a magis¬ 
trates’ court site in Birmingham. 

He released the figures in response to 
a written parliamentary question from 
shadow justice minister Andy Slaughter. 

Mr Slaughter said management of the 
courts had been a ‘car crash’ under the coa¬ 
lition. He accused the Government of wast¬ 
ing millions mothballing empty buildings 
while shutting down dozens of courts. 

Mr Slaughter said: “I’m staggered at the 
amount of money that this Government 
have wasted on failed court projects.”

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Campaign 
steps up 
on haven 

MEMBERS of a campaign 
against the controversial 
redevelopment of a wildlife 
haven in Smethwick are 
stepping up their battle. 

A petition bearing nearly 
1,100 names was presented 
to Sandwell Council earlier 
this year by campaigners to 
prevent the land on Thim- 
blemill Recreation Ground 
being turned into homes. 

The application proposed 
by Selbourne Homes, a 
Worcestershire based de¬ 
veloper, was due to go be¬ 
fore Sandwell’s planning 
chiefs yesterday evening 
(Wednesday), and cam¬ 
paigners aimed to lobby the 
committee and stop it going 
ahead. 

If approved, the devel¬ 
oper will build 13 three and 
four-bedroom homes on the 
woodland site off Thimble- 
mill Road that sits next to 
a pool that is popular with 
bird watchers and fisher¬ 
men. A report, due to go 
before the planning com¬ 
mittee, saw officers recom¬ 
mend councillors make a 
site visit.

Repercussions of war 
felt across the region 


RAILWAY stations across the 
nation were bustling with ac¬ 
tivity. 

Thousands of part-time soldiers de¬ 
parting for their annual camp jostled 
with day-trippers making the most of 
the Bank Holiday weekend. 

Life continued as normal in towns 
and villages around Staffordshire and 
the Black Country. On Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 1, 1914, throngs of people lined 
the streets in many towns to cheer the 
Territorials on their way, some units 
travelling by train while others were 
marching to camp. 

There was a particularly large turn¬ 
out in Wolverhampton where the men 
of the Royal Army Medical Corps were 
setting off on an 85-mile march to St 
Asaph in North Wales. 

The soldiers left their Drill Hall in 
Stafford Street just after 4pm. Also 
in the parade were Ambulance wag¬ 
ons, members of the Army Cyclist 
Corps and others. They rested in Tong 
in Shropshire, 10 miles away, that 
evening. Next night they had reached

Bletchley, near Market Drayton. But 
they would go no further. In the early 
hours, orders arrived to turn around 
and return to base. 

The following day, Tuesday, August 
4, at precisely 11pm, came the news 
that Britain was at war with Germany. 

Already in St Asaph were around 
920 men of the Walsall Territorials 
who had been given a hearty send- 
off on Sunday morning from the Drill 
Hall in Whittimere Street. 

Also in Wales were 1,000 men of the 
6th South Staffordshires, who had ar¬ 
rived that afternoon. Within 12 hours 
they were packing their kit bags and 
tents to return. The order had reached 
the camp at 2am. They arrived at Wol¬ 
verhampton High Level station at 
9.30am on Monday. 

The Worcestershire Regiments, 
whose strongest corps was the 7th Bat¬ 
talion which included 240 men from 


Dudley and 130 from Oldbury, were 
at camp in Minehead, Somerset when 
they were recalled. 

With war looking ever likely, the 
Government had held talks with the 
main railway companies and arrange¬ 
ments put in place for a takeover by 
the State in the case of emergency. 
Many trains due to have been used for 
Bank Holiday Monday excursions had 
been commandeered for troops. 

Call-up papers began to arrive at 
police stations across the region for 
officers who were Army and Naval re¬ 
servists. The Territorials, so recently 
recalled from camp, were at their Drill 
Halls on Tuesday for medical inspec¬ 
tions and exercises. 

Recruitment posters and newspa¬ 
per advertisements began to appear 
calling on men with specific trades to 
enlist and large crowds of young men 
besieged the recruiting office in Broad 
Street, Wolverhampton. 

Britain was at war and from 
Bridgnorth to Brownhills, Stafford to 
Smethwick, the repercussions were al¬ 
ready being felt.

Boy found 
hanged in 
room after 
minor row 

A CORONER has recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death on a nine-year-old boy from the 
West Midlands who was found hanged after 
going to his bedroom after a minor argument. 

The death of Aaron Dugmore was described by 
Birmingham coroner Louise Hunt as an ‘absolute 
tragedy’ as she praised his family for their efforts to 
save him. 


An inquest was told that 
Aaron, from Erdington, 
died in hospital a day after 
being found hanging from 
a ligature by a member of 
his family. Aaron, whose 
relatives have previously 
claimed he was being bullied 
at school, died at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital on 
February 12 last year. 

Mrs Hunt heard that a 
number of incidents at the 
school had been dealt with 
appropriately and propor¬ 
tionately, and a police in¬ 
quiry had found no evidence 
of systematic bullying. 

Recording her verdict, 
Mrs Hunt told Aaron’s 
mother and stepfather: 
“The evidence available to 
me confirms that Aaron was 
having what appeared to 
be a perfectly normal day. 
There was an altercation 
in the house and he went 
to his bedroom. It’s clear

that mum and stepdad did 
everything they possibly 
could - full credit to you for 
everything you tried to do.” 

In her closing comments, 
Mrs Hunt also said she be¬ 
lieved a boy of such a young 
age would not have appre¬ 
ciated the consequences of 
his actions. Aaron’s mother, 
Kelly, told the hearing he 
had not been happy at school 
but had never said anything 
to give her any concern he 
might have wanted to hurt 
himself. 

A post-mortem exam¬ 
ination established that 
Aaron, who had learning 
difficulties, died from a 
brain injury. Birmingham’s 
Safeguarding Board, which 
is carrying out a serious 
case review into the death, 
offered its heartfelt sympa¬ 
thies to the family.

And upper primate keeper, Steph 
Sawyer, has been training the duo to hop on the scales 
once a month so that she can keep track of their weight. 

She said: “It took a few attempts to get Florence and 
Bryan comfortable with the scales, but with a little encour¬ 
agement they soon got the idea and now know what to do 
when I appear in Lemur Wood with them.” 

Lemur Wood is the zoo’s one-acre walkthrough attrac¬ 
tion where visitors can meet more than 30 free-roaming 
red ruffed, black-and-white, ringed tail and black lemurs.

Award shortlist 
for iconic library 


IT HAS been rat¬ 
ed alongside iconic 
buildings such as The 
Shard and the Lon¬ 
don Aquatics Centre 
in the Olympic Park.

it opened on September 3

Housing project in home straight 



The first houses to be completed on the Eastern Gateway project off High Street, West Bromwich 


WITH raised roofs, balconies and out¬ 
side greenery - these new homes could 
resemble a holiday complex. But this 
is a new housing development nearing 
completion in the centre of West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

The 63 three and four-bedroom 
homes at the Urban 180 scheme will 
feature solar panels, fully-fitted bath¬ 
rooms and kitchens as well as large 
bedrooms and lounge areas. 

The first phase of homes on the land 
between Bull Street, High Street and 
Overend Street in the town centre was 


completed last summer and many are 
now being lived in. 

The second phase for 34 homes will 
be finished in October. 

It is part of a £20million regenera¬ 
tion project on the Eastern Gateway 
site in the town. The affordable hous¬ 
ing scheme is being led by housing 
association the Accord Group in part¬ 
nership with Mansell Midlands and 
Sandwell Council. 

Councillor Ian Jones said: “We al¬ 
ways said the Tesco development was 
part of a jigsaw for the town centre 


with the Eastern Gateway slotting in 
with it. There has been so much im¬ 
provement in the area over the past six 
months.” 

He added: “There is a national 
shortage of affordable homes. Young 
people are being priced out of buying, 
so it’s vital we see more homes going 
on the market which are at prices peo¬ 
ple can afford.” 

There are also future plans for office 
space and retail units. The Eastern 
Gateway project was first discussed in 
2007.

Make a note to tune 
in to Alan's new series 


O h look, it’s just what we 
were all crying out for - 
another new TV talent 

show. 

But before you get start getting 
too cynical, this new singing 
contest does have a twist, and 
we’re not talking about chairs that 
spin round. 

Thanks to a real-time interactive 
app, the viewing public won’t have 
to listen to the opinions of a panel 
of expert judges before they are 
allowed to start voting, but will be 
able to take complete control of 
the show themselves. 

Perhaps we should let presenter 
Alan Carr explain it. The Chatty 
Man says: “When they said it was 
a singing show, I thought ‘No, no, 
no!’ But when I saw this app, I 
thought it felt really different. 

“While the singers are 
performing their song on the show, 
they’re standing on a conveyer belt 
called The Track. If you like them, 
you press ‘hit’, if you don’t you 
press ‘miss’. The more hits they 
get, they move towards the gold 


zone, where they could win up to 
£10,000. Or, if it’s all ‘Misses’, you 
could disappear backwards 
through the flaps to a life of 
misery.” 

He adds: “But people can’t vote 
unless they’ve downloaded the 
app. Well, they can shout at the 
telly, but it’s not going to make a 
blind bit of difference.” 

And according to Carr, that’s not 
the only thing that makes The 
Singer Take It All stand out. For a 
start, unlike certain other TV talent 
contests we can name, it definitely 
won’t be taking itself too seriously, 
or promising to turn anyone into 
an international superstar. 

The comedian says: “We’re not 
saying Ten million records.’ It’s got 
the same feel to it as when you do 
karaoke down the pub - there’s no 
pressure, just come and have a 
go. 

‘And there’s all of that rubbish on 
the talent shows of ‘I don’t like 
you...[pause]... I LOVE you!’, 
‘You’re a dark horse, This 
competition just got exciting.’ Here 


there isn’t any of that, it’s stripped 
bare. Nobody’s cat has just died.” 

What The Singer Takes It All 
does have though is a celebrity 
guest who will give a bit of 
guidance and feedback - and Carr 
has some practical advice of his 
own for the would-be warblers. 

“I’ve been on the conveyor belt, 
and it’s very off-putting. When it 
jolts when you hit a bum note and 
the audience decides that you’re 
rubbish, and it starts to move, it’s 
really tricky. I would wear flat 
shoes, that would be my hint.” 

However, he admits he’s in less 
of a position to give pointers on 
vocal technique. 

“I can either do really low, like 
Barry White, or high like the Bee 
Gees or Kate Bush. There’s no 
happy medium with my voice, I’m 
afraid. Actually, I wanted to sing a 
song at the end of the show like 
Cilia Black did on Surprise, 
Surprise. Strangely, they said no.” 

At least the contestants are 
guaranteed to be heard, even if 
they don’t stick around for long.

Octavia’s 


By James Parker 

Every once in a while, it’s nice 
to give the system one right on 
the nose. It doesn’t happen of¬ 
ten, but when it does it’s a sweet 
feeling. 

Imagine getting that feeling every 
single time you drive your car. That’s 
pretty much the deal with the Skoda 
Octavia GreenLine. If fuel prices make 
you feel as if you’re being mugged, 
here’s one of the most satisfying legal 
ways to hit back. 

The best thing about this third genera¬ 
tion Octavia is that in order to realise these 
minuscule fuel bills, the car asks very little 
of you in return. It’s big, it’s got an engine 
that doesn’t need help driving the car out 
of a wet paper bag and it’s even reasona¬ 
bly well equipped. 

The Octavia GreenLine is powered by a 
diesel engine that manages a respectable 
110PS, which is actually 5PS more than the 
otherwise similar 1.6 TDI units found in the 
rest of the Octavia range. This means it’ll 
get to 62mph in a fraction over 10 seconds 
and top out at 128mph. This 1.6-litre diesel 
engine comes from a tried and tested VW 
Group family renowned for being smooth, 
flexible and relaxing to drive. With 250Nm 
of torque on tap, it’s not going to labour, 
even if you’re five-up. 

If you’re not familiar with this third gen¬ 
eration Octavia, then the first thing you’ll 
notice is the fact that it’s grown, and by 
quite some amount. The latest model is 


90mm longer and 45mm wider than the 
second-generation Octavia. At the same 
time, the wheelbase has grown by 108mm, 
mainly benefiting the interior and space 
on the rear seats. This means the Octavia 
is now almost as long as a Ford Mondeo 
and there’s genuinely impressive rear seat 
space. 

The boot has increased in space to 
590-litres, distancing this MK3 model from 
its predecessor, a car that competed with 
typical family hatchbacks like Ford Focus, 
a model offering just 320 litres under the 
rear hatch. Now you see how far this cur¬ 
rent Octavia has stepped up in size. Need 
even more space? Then you can choose 
an estate variant with a 610-litre cargo area. 

Despite the notchback design, the 
standard version of this model remains 
a five-door car with a massive tailgate. 
There’s a really crisp, architectural neat¬ 
ness to the exterior design and detailing, 
with plenty of shape in the flanks, an ele¬ 
gant sweep to the roofline and a refreshing 
simplicity to the front end. 

The interior is similarly simple and ele¬ 
gant as a result. Materials quality has im¬ 
proved and there’s stacks of clever storage 
ideas. 

Skoda asks just over £20,000 for the 
Octavia GreenLine hatch, which means 
that you’re looking at just under £2,000 
more than you’d pay for an entry-level 1.6 
TDI Octavia in base S trim. Given that you 
get an additional 14 miles from a gallon of 
fuel in the GreenLine, you’d have to drive 
140,000 miles in it to reap back that addi¬ 
tional cost in fuel savings alone. 

Still, that doesn’t take into account the 


winning formula

bit of additional equipment. It gets acous¬ 
tic rear parking sensors, dual-zone climate 
control air conditioning with humidity sen¬ 
sor and control, and cornering front fog 
lights, none of which you’ll find on the S 
model. In fact it sits somewhere between 
the SE and the Elegance in Skoda’s trim 
walk up. 

Go for the estate version and you’re 
looking at an £800 premium. Whichever 
bodystyle you select, the cabin is quite low 
key with black fabric seating, and very lit- 


tle in the way ot colour. Satety equipment 

includes ESP stability control, hill hold 
control, parking sensors, rest assist, twin 
front, side and curtain airbags, a driver’s 
knee airbag and a tyre pressure monitor¬ 
ing system. 

There aren’t too many cars in this size 
class that can approach the Octavia Green- 
Line’s running costs. The headline figure is 
that 88.3mpg combined fuel economy fig¬ 
ure. On a longer run, it’ll better 94mpg and 
a few hypermiling techniques might well 
see the car top 10Ompg.

“I said when he left Albion that they 
should build a statue of him, so I’m de¬ 
lighted that they’re doing it now. 

“Tony was like the Frank Lampard of his 
day. He was a terrific goalscoring midfielder 
and you only have to look at his record to 
see just how good he was. 

“The way players are moving for big 


sums now, he would be worth £30m today 
easily - possibly even more.” 

Albion announced earlier this week the 
statue of their record appearance-maker 
and goalscorer will be unveiled outside the 
East Stand in the next few weeks. 

And the news was welcomed by a host of 
former team-mates and fans. 

Brown scored 279 goals in 720 Albion ap¬ 
pearances, spending 20 years at The Haw¬ 
thorns. He helped the club win the League 
Cup in 1966, the FA Cup in 1968 and pro¬ 
motion to the top flight in 1976. 

Giles said: “Tony was an intelligent 


player, he was a natural goalscorer, but 
he was also a totally honest, 100 per cent 
player. He was a hell of a hard-worker but 
he was also a top lad and deserves every ac¬ 
colade he gets, including this one.” 

Brown’s statue will be situated close to 
the gates dedicated to his former team¬ 
mate and great friend Jeff Astle, who died 
in 2002. And Brown, aged 68, said: “That 
makes this even more special.” 

“We had a great partnership on the field 
when we played and we were great friends 
as well so it seems fitting that this should be 
built so close to Jeffs gates.” 


WISDOM 'IS READY' 
FOR PREMIER PLAY 


ALBION favourite Darren Moore says 
new-boy Andre Wisdom is ready for 
the Premier League. 

The Baggies have snapped up the Liverpool 
defender on a season-long loan. Wisdom was 
due to touch down in California this week to 
meet his new Baggies team-mates after com¬ 
pleting his switch from Anfield. 


The 21-year-old has al¬ 
ready received the seal 
of approval from Moore, 
who watched the England 
youth-team man closely last 
season during his loan stint 
with Derby. 

Wisdom made 34 appear¬ 
ances as the Rams narrowly 
missed out on promotion, 
falling to defeat to QPR in 
the Championship play-off 
final at Wembley. 

He impressed Moore, who 
was a popular figure with 
both Derby and the Baggies 
and makes regular checks 
on both sides. 

Gutted 

“I watched a lot of Andre 
last season and Derby will 
be gutted by this news 
because they were really 
keen to get him back,” said 
Moore. 

“He is a youngster but 
he is physically equipped to 
handle the Premier League. 

“He is a confident boy and 
he’s pretty good on the ball 
but his defensive qualities 
are what really impressed 
me. 

“His positional sense is 
very good and I’m sure Liv¬ 
erpool will be delighted with 
this move because he is a 
boy they are keen to develop 
and this will get him Pre¬ 
mier League experience. 

“I have only seen him 
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play at right-back and I 
think that’s where Albion 
will see him, but I know he 
can play at centre-half and 
that’s another attribute that 
Albion will be aware of, so 
if the season develops and 
they pick up injuries or sus¬ 
pensions in central defence, 
they have the option of mov¬ 
ing him. 

“Or there might be a 
‘horse for courses’ situation 
with a particular team or 
a particular striker when 
Alan Irvine thinks Andre 
would be suited to playing 
at centre-half, so he always 
had that option. 

“He did really well for 
Derby in the Championship 
and he is ready now to step 
up for that next challenge, 
so this is an exciting signing 
for Albion.” 

Wisdom, who will wear 
the No.2 shirt at The Haw¬ 
thorns, flew to the United 
States to link up with the 
Baggies at their Sacramento 
training base and could fig¬ 
ure in Friday’s second game 
against Sacramento Repub¬ 
lic. 

Albion head coach Alan 
Irvine said: “I’m delighted 
to welcome Andre to the 
club.”
